Snieckus, Communist boss over 
the captive Baltic state that once 
was his family’s home. 

Joseph and his family escaped 
from Lithuania with not much 
time to spare after Antonas be- 
came boss. 

“My brother became a Commu- 


when as a high school student he 
lived for four years in/ Russia,” 
Joseph said. “When Russia took 
over my country in 1941 Antonas 
was made head of the government 
and chief of the secret police. 

“Soon thousands of innocent 
people were deported. Many were 
executed for no reason at all. : 

“I went to the capital to beg! 
my brother to stop the killing. | 
We talked for a while but he said | 
he cotld do nothing. When some’! 
of our own family were deported 
to Siberia I went to see him) 
again. This time he refused to! 
see me. 

“In 1944 we escaped to Ger-| 
many when there were threats 
that we, too, would be deported 
to Siberia. There our 84-year-old 
mother died in a displaced per- 
sons camp, victim of her own 
son’s terror.”

That record alone proves how important it is 
to pay attention to the qualifications of vice 
presidential nominees. In this campaign there 
is also a special reason for doing so in the age 


_ discrepancy between the two presidential candi- 


dates. Gen. Eisenhower would be 62 at his inau- 
guration, Gov. Stevenson would be 52. 
Fortunately Gen. Eisenhower appears to enjoy 
excellent health. Yet there is no use blinking 
the fact that a man of his age has a shor'er life 
expectancy than one 10 years younger. Of all 
the 32 presidents, only three were 62 or older 
when first inaugurated, and only four more were 
62 or older when inaugurated for a successive 
term. Three of these s¢even—wWilliam Henry Har- 
rison, Gen. Zachary Taylor and Franklin D. 


Roosevelt—died in office. 


* . 
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For these reasons Senator Richard Nixon as 
the Republican vice presidential nominee re- 
quires the closest scrutiny of the voter, and this 
means that Senator Sparkman on the Democratic 
side must be studied with equal penetration. 
Both must be considered not merely as ticket 
balancers but as potential presidents. Which is 
the better qualified? 

We recently published on this page the voting 
records of the vice presidential nominees. The 
comparison shows that on the whole both Spark- 
man and Nixon have supported the main ele- 
ments of our postwar foreign policy. But on 
domestic issues there was a sharp and significant 
difference. In general, Nixon has taken the con- 
servative side on social welfare measures while 
Sparkman has taken the liberal side. 

As an Alabama senator, Sparkman compiled 
an Alabama sénator’s record on civil rights. On 
the other hand, Nixon did not distinguish him- 
self as a liberal on this issue either. It is fair to 
say that the two nominees’ voting records cancel 
each other out on foreign policy and civil rights, 
but that on other issues Sparkman has much 
the better record. 

Above and beyond the voting records is the» 
question of personal character and integrity. No- 
body who has thought through all the implica- 
tions of Senator Nixon’s political fund can deny 
that he falls very short in this respect. 

* . ~ 

Any senator who sées nothing wrong in ac- 
cepting money from some of his constituents 
when he is elected to represent all of them 
lacks some essential element in his moral make- 
up. And when he tells the nation that to prove 
his integrity he will expose his personal finances, 
and then declines to document his statement 
with income tax returns or any other objective 
evidence, he treats the public with something 
less than candor. 

Neither man, unfortunately, is the kind who 
would be deliberately chosen by a convention 
Or a primary as the next president. But Senator 
Sparkman is clearly the better of the two. Not 
a brilliant senator, he has been a faithful and 
hard-working one with generally progressive at- 
titudes. Senator Nixon, emoiionally immature 
and intellectually mediocre; rests his claim to 
distinction exclusively on his zeal as an investi- 
gator of subversive influences. 

The No, 2 mén are not the No. 1 men, and 
their qualifications cannot be the decisive factor 
in the choice for president. But Senator Spark- 
man’s superiority over Senator Nixon is one of 
many secondary reasons for preferring the Dem- 
ocratie ticket in this campaign. 
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Bail of $40,000

We are glad that Stuart Symington, the 
Democratic candidate for Senator, has stressed 
his. business expérience in a campaign speech.

Since Cengress shares with the Administra- 
tion the responsibility for the high cost of the 
government, especially its defense preparations, 
it can use some good business judgment.

Seats under the big dome in Jefférson City 
should be made more attractive to outstanding 
men. They should command more dignity and 
respect. Certainly pressure should be put on 
the parties to nominate better candidates. And 
the public might pay'a little more attention to 
legislative business, A closer check might be 
kept on absentees. Men might perform better 
if they felt that their constituents were looking 
over their shoulders, really watching what they 
were doing. 

If such men are not chosen, it is highly doubt- 
ful that a constitutional limit on the session will 
spur inadequate legislators to work like atequate 
law-makers.

How to Vote a Split Ticket 
How does a voter vote a split ticket—that is, 
cast some of his votes for Democrats and some 
for Republicans? The election laws of the State 
of Missouri say, in Section 111.580 (1): 

If the voter desires to vote for one or 
more than one party ticket, by voting what 
is commonly called a “split ticket” he may 
place a cross ‘(X>} in the circle immediately 
below one party name and mark cross (X) | 
marks in the squares at the left of the 
Names of candidates on other tickets for 
whom he wishes to vote. 


‘For example, suppose the voter wishes to vote 
for the Republican candidates for Governor and 
United States Representative, and to vote for 
the Democratic candidates for President and all 
other offices. His proper procedure is to place 
an X in the circle below the name of the Demo- 
cratic party, leave blank the circle below the 
name of the Republican party, and in the Re- 
publican column place an X to the left of the 
nominee for Governor and another X to the 
left of the nominee for United States Representa- 
tive. 

If the voter does not mark an X in either of 
the circles under the names of the political par- 
ties, his votes will count for those candidates he 
has designated by an- X marked at the left of 
each name. But if he marks an X in both circles. 
his ballot will be thrown out.

The Navy said this plane fs de- 
signed to “fly faster, over. longer 
distances with a greater carrying |g 
load ‘than any other known air- 
plane of comparable size now in 
service, or outemeene fer early 
service.” 


It was built to pertores in the 
600- to 700-mile-an-hour class and 
to fly at altitudes above 40,000 
feet. 


Officials have said previously 
that the A3D could carry an 
atomie bomb, but the Navy an- 
nouncement said only that it can 
carry the largest bombs, torpe- 
does, or “other munitions” the 
Navy is expected to ree in 
carrier actions.

Cox said he has learned that 
the trustees—Giles E. Miller, Col.

“The Texans have not won a 
game in National Football League 
play this year and have averaged

But football victories are no 
novelty to Boys Town, which un- 
der Palrang’s tutelage marked up 
67 wins against 20 defeats in nine 
years. 

Success is fine, Palrange con- 
ceded, but the real goal is to

“Compared to most kids, these 
boys don’t have a great deal to

Palrang explained. 

“If they’re going to do anything 
it has to be done.on their own.

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Stars Keep Political 
Convictions to Selves

Actors are accustomed 
to projecting their 
personalities into the 
fourteenth row.

BUT THINGS ARE mighty different from 1948. 
The actor—especially the’ movie, radio or television 
star—has in the last couple of decades become a 
political animal. He is no more political than 
anyone else, But he is more conspicuous, When 
Ginger Rogers.comes out for—as she did in 1948— 
Thomas. E. Dewey, or Humphrey Bogart embraces 
Gov. nson, it makes a larger splash than 
when just you or I do it. 


In "48 the big stars divided into opposing camps 
and they. were all highly vocal. It was no trouble 
at all to line up sOme of the Miggest luminaries for 
rallies or radio shows. Today many stars, while 
still harboring the strongest possible convictions 
in private, are keeping their mouths shut in public. 


In the last four years the actors have been badly 
burned. Many of the rallies they attended and 
helped“promote in the past were found years later 
to be on the Attorney Gencral’s list of subversive 
organizations. {he publicity has damaged and 
sometimes ruined careers. You can’t blame the 
actor for being careful.

THE OTHER DAY I was at the home of one of 
the biggest picture stars in the business when a 
Stevenson ¢6mmittee called to ask him to speak at 
a rally. He said no. “I wouldn't let my name be 
used in a campaign to support motherhood,” he 
said bitterly, ““Not any more.”

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PUT THAT BALDLY, it’s doubtful that anyone 
would dispute Bogart. But the matter is a lot more 
complicated, simply because an actor is conspicu- 
ous. Jack Benny (who says he hasn't made up his 
mind whom to vote for yet) has a rather telling 
argument in favor of, if not timidity, at least 
caution. “An actor has the right to express an 
opinion,” he points out, “but he ought to know 
what he’s talking about.” 


A great many actors have supported and spoken 

. for measures they didn’t fully understand and 
probably wouldn't have supported if they had, 
measures sponsored by dubious organizations they 
hadn’t fully investigated. If you or I put our foot 
in our mouths, no one except those in the immedi- 
ate vicinity ever finds out. When a movie star does 
it, he’s on record. The actors have found to their 
sorrow that nothing, not even the humiliation of 
public, recantation, will ever let them live it down. 


My own private poll of actors rather supports 
Bogart’s contention that this new caution has hurt 
the Democrats wotse than the Republicans.

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THERE HAS BEEN TALK that pressure has been 
exerted on the actors to keep out of the campaign. 

The actors, I believe, arrived at their 
decisions by themselves on the basis of painful 
experiences in the past. One of television’s bright- 
est stars, a girl of strong political convictions, 
won't allow her name used in the campaign simply 
Because she feels it unfair to the sponsor who 
has to sell his product to both Democrat and 
Republican. 

The picture people have no such worries but 
they have a different one of their own—the box 
office. There’s not a whit of evidence that political 
activity has ever had an effect either way. After 
the last election, some stars who had been active 
for Gov.
